Siu— I  have  the  honor  herewith  to  transmit 
!  a  written  report  of  the  facts  regarding  the 
■  Biearashli)  Virginia,  which  I  reported  verbally 
to  the  board  on  Friday  last,  as  the  result  of  an 
I  Inspection  made  by  order  of  the  Board.    In 
obedience  to  said  order.  Dr.  Harris,  reglstar  of 
I  records,  and   myself,    proceeded  on   Friday 
I  mornjog  to  the  quarantine  ofBce  at   Slaten 
I  Island  and  called  upon  the  health  officer  of  the 
port.    Falling  to  obUin  facilities  to  lyoceed 
'  further,  we  relumed  to  New  York,  and  flnd- 
'  lug  the  police  boat  unavailable,  hired  a  tug 
I  and  procwjded  to  the  lower  bay,  where  we  ar- 
'  rived  at  1'2  o'clock  .m.    We  ran  alongaide  the 
hospi.al  ship  Falcon,  which  lay  not  far  from 
the  Virginia.      Dr.   Biesell.   health  officer  In 
charge,  then  Joined  ub.     We  then  ran  a  little 
nearer  the  Virginia,  the  captain  ot  which  eent 
a  small  boat  for  us.     Oa  board  the  Virginia 
were  found  some  fifty-six  persons  ill  with  epi- 
demic cholera,  all  steerage  passengers.    The 
captain  reported  that  he  arrived  at  4  o'clock 
p.  M.  on  the  18 :h  Inst;  was  horded  and  ordered 
to  the  lower  bay,  where  they  proceeded  on  the 
following  morning,  having  be<en  detained  over 
*°    night  by  fog  and  tide.    He  sUted  that  he  had 


to  the  one  small  row  boat  sent  for 
this  duty,  and  at  the  hulk  hauled  up  again.

The  other  htdk,  which  u  to  re- 
ceive the  well  of  the  steerage,  has  not  yet  ap- 
paared,  and  the  poor  people  are  desperate. 
We  of  the  cabin  may  remain  here  a  day  or  two, 
as  our  quarters  are  pure  and  safe. 

The  New  York  papers  arc  here,  fhll  of  sen- 
sational arrlting  and  falsltiea,  for  they  speak  of 
"  vegetables  and  provisions,"  Ac,  sent  to  us. 
One  would  lmaa:lne  a  constant  communication 
was  kept  up  with  us.  Our  good  Capt.  Prowse 
Is  a  man  I  snail  ever  respect,  for  no  one  cocld 
have  done  more  than  be.  Duy  and  night  his 
anxieties  have  weighed  upon  him ;  four  times 
in  a  night  has  be  given  proper  burial  to  the 
dead  ;  and  this  treatment  here  Is  almost  too 
much  for  him  to  bear.  He  expects  much 
trouble  from  the  steerage  passengers  in  regard 
to  everything,  himself,  the  ship,  the  lood,  ev< 
erythlng;  for  nothing  could  satisfy  them. 
He  organized  a  tranquiUzlng  committee  among 
them  and  of  themselves,  and  they  are  better 
to-day ;  but  they  were  like  a  powder-magazine. 
This  Is  an  experience  I  shall  long  remember. 
The  dead  of  last  Tuesday  are  yet  in  our  little 
boat,  but  the  health  officers  have  It  now  tied 
to  the  hulk.  The  sun  is  powerful— it  Is  quite 
summer-like. 

It  seems  a  long  time  smee  we  arrived  ;  but 
it  is  only  18  very  long  hours.  When  all  is  ar- 
ranged, I  can  patiently  await  the  end  of  the 
quarantine.

The  surgeon  reports  that  about  three  per  cent, 
of  all  who  have  BufT-^red  from  decided  symp- 
toms of  the  difiease  have  recovered  or  are  now 
convalescent 

Tbe  disease  has  been  coutlned  to  the  steer- 1 
age  passengers  aud  crew.    At  the  tiiuj  ol  our  ; 
Visit  eight  were  in  collapse,  three  were  suffer-  ] 
ing  trom  the  characteristic'  cramps,  and  others 
exhibticd  the  various  pymptofusof  iho  disease,  | 
CBpecially  the  vomiting  and    rice-water  dis-  ] 
charges.     Tbe  condition  of  the  ship  Itself  at 
the  time  c  f  our  visit  was  good,   cleanly  and  I 
well  venlllalcd.      There  was  no  evidence  ol 
panic,   but.  on  the  contrary,   the  passengers 
looked  well  and  reported  favorably  of  their 
accommodations  nod  treatment  on  the  passage. 
The  Ealoon  passengers   especially    requested 
that  they  might  be  allowed  to  remain  on  board 
the  ship,  and  aot  be  transferred  with  the  steer- 
age passengers.

The  following  private  letter  from  a  young 
lady  patsenger,  on  board  the  steamship  Vir- 
ginia throughout  her  recent  fatal  voj'age  and 
her  detention  In  the  New  York  harbor,  will  be 
read  with  vivid,  painful  hiterest: 
Nr.w  YoKK  IlABBOB,  8.  S.ViBGiMi.^,  April  20. 

Dbar  Un*  le:— You  have  seen  by  the  papers 
that  we  ore  i^aarantined  on  account  of  cholera 
among  our  steerage  passengers.  We  have  had 
a  terrible  voyage.  The  disease  appeared  the 
eighth  day  out,  and  deaths  occurred  daily,  four 
and  six  M  a  time  fludioK  graves  at  sea.  It  was 
awful !  But  I  am  of  brave-beartcd  stock,  and 
have  no  dread  or  fear. 

We,  of  the  cabin,  are  Iu  perfect  health  ;  but 
have, 'of  cour&c,  suffered  great  anxieties,  which 
we  supposed  eudetl,  when,  on  Wednesday  af- 
temwoD,  at  4  o'clock,  we  happily  entered  New 
York  bay.  How  we  nave  suffered  since  ago- 
nies of  suspense,  while  the  inefficient  "New 
York  board  of  health"  discussed  our  state,  and 
left  US  totally  alone  In  our  misery.  It  was  bar- 
barous. Inhuman.  About  an  hour  after  our 
arrival  at  tbe  quarantine  grounds,  the  officers 
ot)eyed  our  signals,  and  two  came  out  and  In- 
vestigated the  state  of  tbe  ship,  then  left.  Then 
two  more  came  out,  and  they  also  Investigated 
and  left,  sending  out  to  us,  however,  as  succor 
In  onr  great  need,  six  barrels  of  sawdust ;  and 
since  that  time,  for  36  long  hours,  not  a  soul 
has  approached  us,  till  just  now,  a  conpie  of 
mild  individaals  are  having  the  sick  removed 
to  a  hulk  they  have  fitted  up  for  their  recep- 
tion. VVe  remained  through  Wednesday  night 
where  we  lirst  anchored,  expecting,  of  course, 
to  hear  from  the  shore  ;  and.  next  morning, 
went,  by  orders  given  by  the  health  officers 
during  their  visit,  out  to  sea  a  few  miles— 
went  in  fear  and  trepidation  ;  for  twice  we 
were  iu  peril  ot  a  mutiny  among  the  steerage 

Sassengers.  We  fired  jruns  for  aid  to  come. 
[o  response  was  mode ;  all  the  world  seemed 
'  carele's  of  the  ship  they  must  have  known  was 
I  In  trouble,  as  well  as  Infected.  The  hours 
I  were  agonizingly  long.  Day  and  night  the 
passengers  thronged  the  decks,  refusing  to  go 
below;  and,  oh  1  such  sad  sights  as  I  have 
I  seen  I  We  could  not  bury  our  recent  dead,and, 
I  In  the  hot  sun,  wo  towed  them  behind  the 
i  ship.  You  know  there  are  certain  regulations 
I  about  burbls  In  tbe  harbor.  I  am  ashamed  of 
I  New  Y»rk  City  and  onr  country.  Why  were 
they  not  prepared,  when  all  America  has  an- 
tlclpated  the  cholera  this  spring  ?  and  why  has 
I  not  a  quarantine  building  replaced  the  one  two 
years  ago  burned  ?  Why  could  not  the  New 
York  Board  of  Health  have  convened  before  3 
o'clock  yesterday  afternoon  ?  No  other  nation 
'  could  l)a  so  slow,  or  so  unprepared,  and  It 
1  seems  as  If  no  clviliaed  race  of  people  could  ao 
'  Ignore  distress  as  the  New  Yorkers  have  done 
I  in  the  case  of  the  Virginia';  and  now.  If  yon 
<  could  see  the  manner  ia  which  the  poor  sick 
I  are  being  tiken  at)oard  the  hulk.  Instead  of

The  Government  has  received  satisfactory 
assurances  from  the  Emperor  of  France  that 
all  the  French  troops  will  be  withdrawn  from 
Msxlco,  and  that  France  will  pursue  a  policy 
of  absolute  non-intervention  In  Mexican  affairs. 
The   sams   policy   will  be   required  by  our 
Government    from    every    European    rower. 
Official   advices    bave    l)een    received    from 
Paris  and  Vienna  that  the  Emperor  of  Austria 
has  entered  Into  engagements  to  supply  Maxi- 
milian with  trooj)3  to  replace  those  of  France, 
and  that  a  large  number  of  Austrian   soldiers 
are  about  to  embark  for  Vera  Cruz.    Mr.  Se- 
ward has  instructed  Mr.  Motley  to  demand  his 
passports  Instantly  upon  the  sailing  of  any 
vessel  with  troops  on  such  an  expedition,  and 
I  to  notify   the   Government   of  Austria   that 
the  Austrian  Minister  at  Washington  will  have 
i  bis  passports  sent  him  upon  the  receipt  of 
such  intelligence.    The  intervention   of  any 
European  Power  in  the  internal  concerns  of 
Mexico,  will  hereafter  be  ressuded  by  onr  Go- 
vernment as  cause  of  war.

The   additional  diplomatic  correspondence 
between  tbe  Governments  of  France  and  the 
United  States  is  published.    It  treaU  of  the 
negotiations  which  immediately  preceded  and 
led  to  the  reeolve  of  the  French  Government 
to  make  an  official  announcement  of  the  pr03> 
pective  withdrawal  of  the  French  troops  from 
Mexico.    France  desires  In  the  first  place  to 
have  her  right  to  make  war  on  Mexico  recog- 
nized br  the  Government  of  the  United  States. 
This  was  readily  granted.    But  the  point  to 
which  France   attributed  a  much  greater  Im- 
portance, was  the  recognition  of  the  Mexican 
Empire  .byfithe  United  States.    According  to 
i  a  despatch  from  Mr.  Drouya  de  L'Huya  to  tbe 
French  Minister  In  Washington,  Mr.  Bigelow, 
at    an   interview,    asked   him,    (Drouyn   de 
I  L'linys,)  whether  or  not  In  his  opinion  the 
recotcnitlou  of  the  Mexican  Empire  by  the 
{  United  States  might  facilitate  and  hasten  the 
I  recall  of  the  French  troops.     Mr.  Bigelow,  in 
'  a  note  to  Mr.  Drouyn  de  L'Huys,  regards  this 
I  statement  as  not  In  accordances  with  what  he 
I  altered  on  the  occasion.     What  he  did  say  was 
i  that  'the  logic  of  the  situation  required  the  In- 
!  dependence  of  Mexlch  to  b«  establif  bed  by  the 
withdrawal  of  all  foreign  sold'iers  before  our 
,  Government  could  formally  recognize  a  Gov- 
i  ernment  accused  of  owing  its  existence  to  their 
presence."  • 

Mr.  Drouyn  de  L'Huys,  In  reply,  thinks  that 
there  is  no  real  difference   between   the  two 
■tatements,  and,  in  again   summing  up  the 
substance  of  the  Convention,  quotes  Mr.  Big- 
luw  as  having  said  that  "  the  United  States  be- 
ing informed  of  tbe  intention  of  the  Govern- 
ment of  the  Emperor,  might  bbow  more  dis- 
position to  entertain  the  Idea  of  recognition." 
It  seems  to  follow  from  these  despatches 
that  the  French  Minister  of  Foreign  ASairs  un- 
derstood the  American  Minister  in  Paris  to  in- 
timate that  after  the  withdrawal  of  the  French 
troops  from  Mexico,  the  United  Stales  would 
be  found  witling  to  recognize  the  Empire.  But 
he  acknowledges  that  this  was  only  an  opinion 
of  the  American  Minister,  without  pledging 
I  hlJ  Government  to  any  positive  policy. 
[     A  note  from  il.  Drouya  de  L'Huys  informed 
I  Minister  Bigelow,  in  January,  tbat  tho  French 
!  Government  had  no  intention  to  take  Egyp- 
I  tion  troops  to  Mexico,  but  that  it  adhered  en- 
I  tirely  to  the  policy  heretofore  announced  to 
;  our  Minister  on  the  subject.    On  Mr.  Bigelow'a 
:  asking  him  if  he  coukl  give  any  idea  of  the

j  did  not  of  course  expect  to  get  the  money  ow- 
ing them,  but  they  hoped  for  something  which

!  however,  was  a  matter  of  negotiation  between 

i  them  and  Mexico. 

Mr.  Bigelow  says—"  I  then  asked  whether  It 
would  not  be  possible  in  some  way  to  arrest

carried  on  In  Mexico  between  Maximilian  and 

I  Janrczists,  at  least  while  these  negotiations 
were  going  on,  that  Is.  while  the  French  occu- 
pation should  last."  He  said  he  wished  there 
was ;  that  the  atrocities  practiced  were  really 
too  dreadful  to  speak  of,  but  he  did  not  know 
that  he  could  do  anything  to  discourage  them, 
and  asked  if  I  had  anything  to  suggest.  I  said 
I'suppostd  that  if  the  Jaurezlsts  were  sure  that 
the  French  were  Intending  to  leave  Mexico 
within  a  short  time,  and  that  they  would 
then  have  a  ta.it  chance  of  trying  oondu- 
sloDfl  with  Maximilian's  partv,  they 
would  be  willing  to  leave  them  undisturbed  ; 
and  that  If  France  and  MaximUian  had  any  in- 
direct means  of  coming  to  such  an  understand- 
ing with  Juarez  it  might  render  the  situation 
less  embarrassmg  to  all  parties.  His  Excel- 
lency replied  that  he  woula  be  very  glad  if  that 
were  practicable,  as  it  would  enable  him  to 
leave  the  country  so  much  sooner ;  but  they 
bad  no  means  of  communicating  with  Jnarex, 
and  he  asked  me  If  I  could  suggest  any  mode 
of  accomplishing  what  I  proposed.  I  replied 
that  we  bad  relations,  as  he  was  aware,  with 
Signer  Romero,  and  anything  that  he  would 
authorize  me  to  say  we  should  be  happy  to 
say.  Of  course,  that  would  have  a  tendency 
to  termbate  this  brutalizing  strife.  His  Ex- 
cellency promised  to  speak  ot  this,  and  also  of 
the  form  of  tbe  assurance  which  we  had  long 
been  discussing,  to  tbe  Emperor.

Tlie  Glove  nanafaetnre  of  Franee. 


The  mannfaotnre  of  French  gloves  has 
increased  oon^derably  for  the  last  few 
years.    In  tbe  year  1837  the  glores  ex- 

?3rted  were  estimated  at  5,516,600  francs. 
heir  valne  increased  to  25,000.000  Inines 
in  1849,  and  to  30,000,000  francs  in  1853. 
and  is  still  increasing.  The  kid  and  lamb 
skins  used  for  glazed  gloves  are  dressed 
at  Paris,  Grenoble,  Annona,  Romans  and 
Charmont.  The  Paris  manufacturers, 
whose  gloves  are  most  highly  ep^eeoaed, 
employ  workmen  firom  Vendoni^  Mon- 
tague, Verneuii.  Mittry.Tremblay  and  other 
towns  in  the  departments  of  tbe  Oise  and 
Seine  et  Oise.  Eid  gloves  of  second-rate 
quality  are  manufactured  at  Grenoble. 
Gloves  called  "  gants  de  Suede  "  are  made 
of  tbe  refuse  of  leather  dressers'  tkins, 
with  the  wrong  side  turned  ont,  and  are 
manufactured  wherever  glazed  gloves  are 
made.  Paris  and  Grenoble  are  the  only 
two  markets  for  the  sale  of  gloves,  the 
mannfaeturers  in  tbe  other  towns  having 
depots  and  agents  iu  the  two  former.  The 
use  of  leather  gloves  has  been  introdooed 
into  France  smoe  the  revolution,  and  tbe

If  you  want  attached  servants  be  aa  at> 
taohed  miatrcfs  L3t  your  thoughtfulneas 
show  itself  in  little  things ;  speak  courte- 
ously, not  courtly.  Spare  them  trooble, 
and  thank  them  for  the  courtesy  they 
show  you.  Be  considerate  but  not  intru- 
sive. Recognize  the  fact  that  servants 
must  have  interests  of  their  own,  some  oc- 
cupation which  affords  a  relief  from  the 
constant  atraio  of  service ;  and  do  not  pry 
too  closely  into  their  concerns,  or  arrange 
too  minutely  tbe  order  in  which  they  are 
to  get  through  their  businear.  There  must 
of  course,  be  some  general  principle  of 
procedure ;  but  a  liousehold  in  which  eve- 
rything, down  to  tbe  least  detail  of  do- 
mestic duty,  is  done  by  "clockwork,"  can- 
not be  ex[»ected  to  produce  much  besides 
living  machinery.  Children  must  often  be 
thus  drilled  ;  bat  intelligent  men  and  w»- 
meu  resent  minute  supervidon,  which 
checks  the  play  «f  that  confidence  which 
is  needed  to  create  a  feeling  of  at> 
taohment  between  a  mistress  and  her 
servants.  It  leaves  no  room  for  trust  and 
thonghtfulness  to  grow  up.  You  can  get 
nothing  but  what  yon  give.  You  must 
make  friends  of  your  servants,  if  you  ex- 
pect them  to  care  for  you;  and  by  makiag 
friends  of  them,  I  do  not  mean  to  advise 
the  assumption  of  a  tone  of  familiarity, 
which  breeds  contempt,  but  that  appeal 
to  good  feelings  and  honor  which  ia  at  once 
gratifying  and  respectful.  Where  mis- 
tresses are  inquisitive  and  suspicious, 
jieering  into  every  corner  with  incredulity 
and  guarding  the  loose  materials  of  domes- 
tic use  with  lock  and  key,  a  diohonest 
servant  deliberately  arrays  t  er  wits  against 
those  of  her  mistress, '"and  throws  upon  her 
tlie  onus  probandi  of  shirking  and  pilfer- 
ing ;  while  an  honest  one  is  incessantly 
chafed  with  tbe  consciousnets  that  her 
honesty  is  superflons,  and  either  loses  her 
high  moral  tone  or  shuts  herself  up  in  her- 
self, with  civil,  tacit  resei.tment. 

Many  a  well-intentioneil  lady  keeps  up 
!  a  spirit  ot  Email  bat  chronic  resentment 
;  in  her  household  by  supervision  in  those 
matters  which  lie  outride  the  covenant 
'  beta'eeu  mistress  and  servant.    Servants, 
for  example,  should   never  b«  compelled 
to  do  their  shopping  and  see  their  friends 
on  the  sly.     L3t  them  have  the  privilege 
of  entertaining  some  of   tLeir  acquaint- 
ances and  going  out  to  do  their  own  inev- 
itable basiuesB.     When  you  are  absent  lor 
a  time,   bring   back   some  little  present ; 
not  an  oU'ensive  book,  but  such  a  knick- 
knack  as  is  decorative  rather  than  severely 
aselol.    Do  not  be  too  censorious  about 
bonnets    and  hoops     Rather  give  your 
maid  some  article  of  dress  which  is  dainty 
and  yet  becoming,  and  thus  win  her  con- 
fiJeuce  by  assuming  the  righteousness  of  a 
certain  amount  of  personal  bolf-respect. 
Meet  the   inevitable   weakness  of  youth, 
good  looks  and  high  spirits,  halfway,  and 
I  let  your  own  good  taste  and  better  cnlti- 
i  vation  le*d  them  aright.     Do  not  sniff  at 
them  and  tend  them  otl"  at  a  tangent,  thus 
I  possibly    driving  them  into  dthant  and

courteous.     Do  not  claim  a.s  the  preroga- 
tive of  gentility  to  speak  sharply  to  those 
who  are  required  to  answer  you   with   re- 
spect.    It  Ecems  to  me  that  servants  are 
sometimes  expected  to  be  the  most  gentle 
in  the  household,  and  keep  rules  of    po- 
liteness which  tlieir  betters  are  exempUnl 
from  observing.     If  you  treat  your  equal 
with  courtesy,  who  is  privileged  to  resent 
an  impertJLence,  how  much  more  cautious 
should  you  be  in  your  tone  toward  those

"It  would  seem  that  tbe  snmml  lava  had  found  | 
a  subterranean  tunnel,  for  half  way  down  the  j 
mountain,  when  coming  to  a  weak  point  or 
meeting  with  some  obstruction,  it  burst  up 
vertically,  sending  a  column  ol  incandescent 
fusia  1,000  feet  high  hi  the  air.  This  lire  jet 
was  about  100  feet  In  diameter,  and  it  woe  bus-  | 
tained  for  twenty  days  and  nights,  varving  in 
hight  from  500  to  1,000  feet.  The  disgorge- 
ment from  tbe  mountain  side  was  often  with 
terrific  explosions,  which  shook  the  hills,  and 
with  detonations  which  were  heard  lor  forty 
miles.  Thi^  cc^umn  of  liquid  Are  was  an  ob- 
ject of  sarpafslng  brllllaney,  et  intense  and 
awful  grandeur.  As  the  Jet  ksued  from  the 
awful  oritlce  it  was  at  white  heat.  As  it  as- 
cended higher  and  higher  it  reddened  like 
flesh  blood,  deepening  its  color,  until,  ia  its 
descent,  much  of  it  assumed  the  color  of  clot- 
ted gore. 

"  In  a  few  days  it  had  raised  a  cone  ssme 
300  feet  high  around  the  burning  ox\&(x,  and,  I 
as  the  showers  of  barniug  minemla  fell  in  livid 
torrents  upon  the  cone,   it  became  one  vast 
heap  of  glowing  coals,   flashing  and  quivering  I 
with  restless  action,  and  sending  out  the  heat  i 
of  10,000  furnaces  In  full  blast.    The  struggles  | 
in  dUgorglog  the  llery  masses,  the  upward  rush  | 
of  the  column,  the  force  which  raised  It  1.000  ; 
verticil  feet,  and  the  continuoas  hilliog  back 
of  thousands  of  tuns  of  mineral  fusia  into  the  i 
throat  of  the  crater,  and  over  a  cone  of  glow- ; 
Ing  coals  one  mile  in  circumference,  was  a  sight  | 
to^insplre  awe  and  terror,  attended  with  explo-  ] 
elve  shocks  which  seemed  to  rend  the  mural  i 
ribs  of  the  monulaio,  asd  sounds  to  waken  the  i 
dead  and  «tartlc  the  spirits  in  ILides.    From  i 
th's  fountain  a  river  of  tire  went  m«hlng  and 
leaping  down  the  mountain  with  amazing  ve- 1 
locity,  flUin^  up  basins  and  ravines,  dashing  i 
over  precipices,  and  exploding  rocks,  until  it  1 
reached  the  forests  at  the  base  of  the  moun-  I 
tain,  where  it  burned  its  fiery  way,  consuming  j 
the  jungle,    evaporating    the    water  of  the 
streams  aud  pools,  cutting  down  tfie  trees,  and 
sending  up  cloud.-s  of  smoke  in  murky  columns 
of  fleecy  wreaths  to  heaven.  I 

"All  eastern  Haw.all  was  a  sheen  of  light,and  | 
our  night  was  turned  into  day.  So  great  was 
the  illumination  at  night  that  one  could  read 
without  a  limp,  aud  labor,  traveling  and  recre- 
ation might  go  on  as  in  tbe  dayllmc.  Mari- 
ners at  sea  saw  the  light  al  200  miles  distance. 
Il  was  a  pyrotechulcal  display,  more  magnifi- 
cent and  marvellous  than  ever  was  made  by 
an  earthly  monarch. 

"In  the  daytime  the  atmosphere  for  thou- 
sands ofgqaare  miles,  would  be  filled  with  a 
murky  haze,  through  which  the  sunlieams 
shed  a  pale  and  sickly  light.  Smoke,  steam, 
gases,  ashes,  cinders— furnace  or  capillary  or 
filamentary  or  vltritications  called  Pelo's  hair — 
floated  in  the  air,  sometimes  spreading  out  like 
a  fan,  sometimes  careering  in  swift  currents 
upon  the  wind,  or  gyrating  In 
colors  in  tbe  fitful  breezes.  Tiie  point  from 
which  the  fire  fountain  issued  is  10.000  feet 
above  the  level  of  the  sea,  thus  makintr  the 
ingcous  pillar  a  distinct  object  of  observation 
along  the  whole  eastern  coast  of  Hawaii 

"During  tbe  eruption  the  writer  made  an 
excursion  to  the  source.  After  three  days  of 
hard  stniggie  in  the  jungle  and  over  fields, 
ridges  of  hills  and  bristling  scoria,  he  arrlve<l 
near  sansel  at  the  scene  of  action.  All  night 
long  he  stood  as  near  to  the  glowing  pillar 
as  the  vehement  heat  would  allow,  listening 
to  the  startling  explosions  and  the  awful 
roar  of  the  molten  column,  as  it  rushed  up- 
ward l,OiJO  feet,  and  fell  back  in  a  fiery 
avalanche  which  made  the  mountain  tremble. 
It  was  such  a  scene  as  few  mortals  ever 
witnessed.  There  was  no  sleep  for  the  spec- 
tator, Tho  fierce  red  glare,  the  subterra- 
neous multerings  and  struggllngs,  tho  rapid 
explosions  of  gases,  the  rushing  and  roar,  the 
sudden  and  startling  bursts,  as  of  crashing 
thunder— all,  all  were  awe  inspiring,  and  all 
combined  to  render  the  scene  one  of  in- 
desrlbable  brilliaBcy  and  terrible  eublunily. 
The  river  of  fire  from  the  fountain  flowed 
about  33  miles  and  stopped  within  10  miles 
of  Hil<V.  •  Hid  the  fountain  played  10  days 
longer,  it  would  probably  have  reached  the 
shoie. 


The  following  letter  from  Rev.  Cynu  Ham- 
lin, D.  D.,  who  has  l)een  for  many  years  a  res- 
ident in  Constantinople,  as  a  Missionary  of  the 
American  Board  to  the  Christian  Mirror,  gives 
the  beet  view  of  the  cholera  and  its  treatment 
that  we  have  seen.  As  the  pestileDoe,  U  it  has 
not  already  reached  onr  shores,  is  evidently 
making  .ts  way  westward,  it  Is  well  for  every 
one  forewarned  to  he  forearmed  against  it. 

In  a  communication  addressed  to  tbe  Mayor 
of  BoilingtoB,  under  date  of  No  vernier  2d,  Dr. 
Thayer,  Surgeon  General  of  the  Bute,  says : 

"  Cholera,  In  Its  westward  course,  Is  rapidly 
spproacbiDg  this  continent,  and  in  a  few 
mouths  more  may  be  sweeping  over  this  coun- 
try more  fatal  and  wide-spread  than  ever  be- 
fore." 

Dkar  Sir  :  The  cholera  which  has  Just  left 
08,  after  eommitting  fearful  ravages,  is  making 
its  way  Into  Europe,  f.nd  will  probably  cross 
the  Atlantic  before  another  summer  iiaa  pass- 
ed. 

Ilavmg  been  providentially  compelled  to  have 
a  good  degree  of  practical  acquaintance  with 
it,  and  to  nee  it  in  all  its  forms  and  stages  dur- 
ing each  of  its  invasions  of  Constantinople,  I 
wish  to  make  my  friends  in  Maine  some  sng- 
gesllons  which  may  relieve  anxiety,  or  be  of 
practical  use. 

Ist.  On  the  approach  of  the  cholera,  every 
family  should  t>e  prepared  to  treat  it  without 
waitiog  for  a  physician.  It  does  it  work  so 
expediUously,  that  while  you  are  waiting  for 
the  doctor  it' is  done. 

'Jd.  If  you  prepare  for  it,  it  will  not  come, 
think  there  Is  no  disease  which  may  be  avoid- 
ed with  BO  much  certainly  as  the  cholera.  But 
providential  circumstances,  or  tbe  thoughtless 
indiscretion  of  some  member  of  a  household, 
may  invite  the  attack,  and  the  challenge  will 
never  be  refused.  It  will  probably  be  made  in 
tho  night,  your  physician  has  been  called  in 
another  direction,  and  you  must  treat  the  case 
yourself,  or  it  will  prove  fatal. 

3<i.  Causes  oi'  Attack.— 1  have  personally 
investigated  at  least  a  hundred  cases,  and  not 
less  than  three  fourths  could  be  traced  directly 
to  improper  diet,  or  to  intoxicating  drinks, 
or  both  united.  Of  the  remainder,  snppresssl 
j)ersplration  would  comprise  a  large  numl)er. 
A  strong,  healthy,  temperate  laboring  man  bed 
a  severe  attack  of  the  cholera,  and  after  tbe 
danger  had  pissed,  I  was  curious  to  ascertain 
the  cause.  He  hod  been  cautious  and  prudent 
in  his  diet.  He  used  nothing  intoxicating. 
His  rcsidcncB  was  in  a  good  locality,  But  af- 
ter sane  hours  of  bard  labor  and  very  profuse 
perspiration,  he  laid  down  to  take  his  custom- 
ary noon  nap,  right  against  an  open  wmdow, 
through  which  a  very  re'reshing  breeze  was 
blowing.  Another  c  use  U  drinking  largely  of 
cold  water,  when  hot  and  thirsty.  Great  fa- 
tigue, great  anxiety,  fright,  fear,  all  figure 
among  exciting  causes  If  one  can  avoid  all 
these,  he  is  as  safe  from  the  cholera  as  from 
being  swept  away  by  a  comet. 

4th  Symptoms' oy  an  .mtack.  While 
cholera  is  prevalent  in  a  place,  almost  every 
one  experiencas,  more  or  less  disturbance  of 
digestion.  It  is  doubtless  in  part  imaginary. 
Every  one  notices  the  slightest  variation  of 
feeling,  and  this  gives  an  importance  to  mere 
trifles.  There  is  often  a  slight  nausea,  or  tran- 
sient pains,  or  rumbling  sounds,  when  no  at- 
tack follows.  No  one  is  entirely  free  from 
these.  But  when  a  diarrhea  commences, 
though  painless  and  slight,  it  is  In  reality  the 
skirmishing  parly  of  the  advancing  column. 
It  will  have  at  first  no  single  characteristic  of 
the  Asiatic  cholera.  But  do  not  be  deceived. 
It  is  the  cholera  nevertheless.  Wait  a  Utile. 
give  It  time  to  get  hold,  say  to  yourself,  "  I 
feel  perfectly  well,  il  will  pass  off,"  and  In  a 
short  time  you  will  repent  of  your  lolly  in 
vain.  I  have  seen  .many  a  one  commit  suicide 
in  this  way. 

Sometimes,  though  rarely,  the  attack  coa- 
raences  with  vomiting.  But  In  whatever  way 
it  commences  it  is  sure  to  hold  on.  In  a  very 
few  hours  the  patient  may  sink  into  the  col- 
lapse. Tbe  bauds  and  feet  ttecome  cold  and 
purplish,  the  countenance,  at  first  nervous  and 
anxious,  becomes  gloomy  and  apathetic,  al- 
though a  mental  restlessness  aud  raging  thirst 
torment  the  suffer  while  the  powers  of  life  are 
ebbing.  The  Intellect  remains  clear,  but  all 
the  social  and  moral  feelings  seem  wonderful- 
ly to  collapse  with  ihe  physical  powers.  The 
patient  knows  hs  is  to  die,  but  cares  not  a 
snap  about  IL 

Iu  some  eases,  though  rarely,  the  diarrhea 
continues  for  a  day  or  two,  and  ihe  foolish  per- 
son keeps  about,  then  suddenlv  sinks,  sends 
for  a  physician,  aad  before  he  arrives  "dies  as 
the  fool  dleth."

A  PaTRinKD  AcBTRALiAN. — The  London 
Daily  News  says  that  a  petrified  Australian 
male  aboriginal  has  just  arrived  in  Eng- 
land. This  singular  specimen  of  petrifica- 
tion was  found  in  one  of  tbe  stone  caverns 
which  bound  at  Muaquito  Plains,  South 
Australia  It  was  lying  in  a  natural  posi- 
tion, as  if  having  fallen  asleep,  and  a  Mr. 
Oraig,  who  was  in  the  colony  at  the  time 
in;  search  of  curiosities,  got  possession  of 
tbe  "Hack  fellow"  for  tbe  purpose  of  ad- 
ding him  to  his  collection.  Travelling 
with  his  singular  burden  wrapped  in  a 
blanket  for  nearly  one  hundred  miles,  he 
reached  Mount  Gambia,  where  bis  move- 
ments attracted  suspicion;  and  the  Crown 
Lands  Ranger  ascertaining  that  his 
bargaic  was  a  human  being,  sought  tbe 
advice  ef  a  higher  power  and  relieved  him 
of  his  priae.  An  action  of  trover  was  im- 
mediately commenced,  and  Mr.  Craig  suc- 
cee<led  in  obtaining  a  verdict,  with  dam- 
ages one  farthing.  The  government  how • 
ever,  refused  to  give  up  the  "stone  or 
other  material,"  which  was  egain  placed 
in  the  cave.  Mr.  Craig,  however,  agrin 
went  to  work,  and  despite  the  heavy  Iron 
j  bars  with  which  it  was  guarded  and  the 
I  hardships  he  endured,  managed  to  regain 
it,  and  brought  it  in  safety  to  England. 


Gen.  Maury's  report  of  tho  defense  of  Mo- 1 
bile,  narrates  the  eveutfid  history  of  a  torpedo  i 
boat  as  follows :  i 

One  very  remarkable  vessel  of  this  sort  was  i 
constructed  Iu  Mobile  and  sent  by  rail  to  ; 
Charleston,  whure  it  wa%  used  against  the  Fed-  j 
eral  fleet.  1 

It  was  built  of  boUer  iron,  was  about  thirty-  . 
five  feet  leng.  and    was  manned  by  a  crew   of  j 
nine  men,  eight  of  whom  worked  the  propeller  ^ 
by  hand.   The  ninth  steered  the  boat  and  regu-  , 
lated  her  movements  l)elow  the  surface  of  the 
water.    She  could  Ije  submerged  at  pleasure  to 
any  desired  depth,  or  could  be  propelled  upon 
the  surface.    In  smooth,  still  water  her  move- 
ments were  exactly  controlled,  and  her  6i>eed 
was  about  four  knots.    It  was  intended  that 
she  should  approach  any  vessel    lying   at    an- 
chor, pass  under  her  keel,  and  diag  after  her  a 
floating  torpedo,   which    would   explode   on 
striking  the  side  or  bottom  of  the  ship  attack- 
ed. She  could  remain  submerged  half  an  hour. 
Soon  after  her  arrival  in  Charleston,   Lieut. 
Pavne,  of  the  confederate   Navy,  with  eight 
others,  volunteered  to  atUck  the  Federal  fluet 
with  her.    while  preparing   for  their  expedi- 
tion the  swell  of  a  passing  steamer  caused  tbe 
boat  to  sink  suddeulj,  aud  all  hands  except 
Lieut  Paine,  who  was  at  the  moment  standing 
In  the  open  hatchway,  perished.  Shj  was  soon 
raised  and  again  made  ready  for  servle.    Lieut. 
Paine   again  volunteered    to   command  her. 
While  lying  near  Fort  Sumter  she  capsized, 
Hud  again  sank  In  deep  water,  drowning  all 
hands  except  her  commander  and  two  others. 

Being  again  raised  and  prepared  for  action,  ; 
Mr.  AuBley,  one  of  her  constructor,  made  an 
experimental  cruise  on  her  in  Cooper  river. 
Wtiile  submerged  at  great  depth,  from  some 
unknown  cause,  she  became  unmanageable 
and  remained  for  many  days  on  ihe  bottom  of 
the  river  with  her  crew  of  nine  dead  men. 

A  fourth  lime  was  the  boat  raised,  and  Lieut. 
Dixon,  of  Mobile,  of  tke  21at  volunteers,  with 
eight  others,  went  eut  of  Cbiarleston  harbor 
In  her  and  attacked  and  sunk  the  Federal 
steamer  Housatonlc. 

Her  mission  at  last  accomplished,  she  disap- 
peared forever  with  her  crew.  Nothing  is 
known  of  their  fate,  but  il  is  believed  they 
went  down  with  the  enemy.

l9t.  Fob  SrorpiNO  run  Inhpient  Diakrhea 
—The  mixture  which  I  used  in  1848  with  great 
success,  and  again  in  185.i,  has  during  this  ep- 
idemic been  used  by  thousands,  and  al- 
though the  attacks  have  been  more  sudden  and 
violent,  it  has  fully  established  its  reputation 
for  efficiency  and  perfect  safety.  It  consists.of 
equal  parts  by  measure  of— 1.  Laudanum  and 
8'jiritfl  of  Camphor.  2.  Tincture  of  Rhubarb. 
,30  drops  for  an  adult,  on  a  lump  of  sugar  will 
often  check  the  diarrhea.  But  to  prevent  its 
return,  care  should  always  be  taken  to  continue 
ttie  m«idiciQe  every  4  hours  In  diminishing 
,  doses  26,  20, 16,  10,  9,  when  careful  alet  is  all 
ever-changing  |  th^t  will  be  needed: 

In  case  the  flrst  does  not  stop  tke  diarrhea, 
jconiinne  to  give  increasing  doses,  3.5,  40,  45, 
60,  at  aver3'  movement  of  the  bowels.  Large 
doses  will  "produce  no  injury  while  the  diarrhea 
lasts.  Whep  that  is  checked  then  is  the  time 
for  caution.  I  have  never  seen  a  case  of  the 
diarrhea  taken  io  sea*^on  which  was  not  thus 
controled,  but  some  cases  of  the  advanced 
diarrhea,  and  especially^  ol  relajise  paid  no 
heed  to  it  whatever.  As  soon  as  this  becomes 
apjMirent,  I  have  always  resorted  to  ihis 
conrac.  Prepare  a  teacup  of  starch  I  oiled  as 
for  use  in  starching  lluen,  and  stur  into  il  a  full 
teaspounful  of  laudanum  for  an  injection, 
Give  one  third  at  each  movement  of  the  bow- 
els. In  one  desperate  case  abandoned  as  hope- 
less by  a  physician,  I  could  not  stop  the  di- 
arrhea until  the  seventh  injection,  which  con- 
tained nearly  a  teaspoonful  of  laudanum. 
The  patient  recovered  and  is  in  perfect  health. 
At  the  same  time  I  use  prepared  chalk  in 
ten  drain  doses,  with  a  lew  drops  cf  lau- 
danum and  camphor  to  each.  But  whatever 
course  is  pursued  must  be  fallowed  up, 
and  the  diarrhea  controlled,  or  the  patient  is 
lost.

4th.    But  when  tho  attack  is  more  violent, 
and  there  is  vomiting,  or  vomiting  and  parg- 
ing,  perhaps  also  cramps  and  colic  pains,  tho 
following  mixture  is  far  more  effective  and 
should  always  be   resorted  to.    Tho  mission' 
aries,  Messrs,  Long,    Trowbridge  and   Wash- 
burn, have  used  It  in  very  many  cases  and 
with  wondei ful  success.    It  consists  of  equal 
parts  of  laudanum,  tincture  of  capsicum,  tinc- 
ture of  ginger,  and  tincture  of  cardamon  seeds. 
Dose,  30  to  40  drops  or  a  half  tea-spoonful  in 
a  little  water,  and  to  be  increased  according  to 
the  urgency  of  the  case.    In  case  the  flrst  dose 
should  he    ejected,  the  second,  which  should 
stand  ready,  should  be  given  Immediately  after 
the  epasm'of  vomiting  h!»s   ceased.      During 
this  late  cholera  siege  no  one  of    us    failed  oi 
controlling  the  vomiting  and  also  the  purging 
by  at  most,  the  third  dose.   We  have,  however, 
invariably  made  use  of  large  mustard  poultices 
of  strong,  pure  mustard,  applied  to  the  stom- 
ach, bowels,  calves  of  the  legs,  feet,  etc.,  as 
the  case  seemed  to  require 

Collapse- This  is  simply  a  more  advance  d 

state  of  the  disease     It  indicates  the  gradual 

failing  of  all  the  powers  of  life.    It  is  difficult 

to  say  when  a  case  has  become  hopeless.    At 

a  ceruin  point  the  body  of  the  patient  begins 

to  e:ait  a  peculiar  odor,  which  I  call  the  death 

odor,  for  when  that  has  become  decided  and 

unmistakable,  I  have  n.ver  known  the  patient 

to  recover.    I  have  repeatedly  worked  upon 

such  cases  for  hours  with  no  permanent  result. 

But  the  blue  color  and  cold  exiremitiee,  the 

deeply  sunken  eye,  the  vanishing  pulse  are  no 

signs  that  the  case  Is  hopeless.  Scores  of  such 

c.ises  in  the  recent  epidemic  have  recovered.

It  lus  very  rarely 
proved  lataL  Patience  and  careful  norsLag 
will  brhig  it  all  right.  The  greatest  danger  k 
from  drinking  too  freely,  wtaeo  the  patleit 
seemed  to  be  sinking,  a  little  brandy  and  water 
or  arrow  root  and  brandy  have  revived  hiin. 
In  this  terrible  visitation  of  the  cholera,  we 
have  considered  ourselves  perfectly  armed  and 
equipped,  wUh  a  hand  bag  contdning  mbtture 
No.  1,  mixture  No.  2,  (for  vomiting,  etc.,)  a 
few  pounds  of  pounded  mustard,  a  bottle  of 
brandy,  a  paper  of  chamomile  flowers,  and  s 
paper  of  gum  Arabic. 

I  lay  no  claim  to  originality  In  reoommend. 
lug  this  course  of  treamient.  I  have  adopted 
it  from  Buggestions  of  able  and  experienced 
physicians.  Having  been  the  only  doctor  of 
many  poor  fiamilies  living  near  me,  I  have 
tried  various  remedies  recommended  by  physi- 
cians, but  I  have  lound  none  to  t)e  at  all  com- 
pared with  the  above.  During  the  recent 
cholera,  I  cannot  find  that  any  iieaiment  has 
been  so  successful  as  this. 

CoN'TAGiON.- The  idea  of  contagion  shotdd 
1)0  abandoned.  All  the  missionaries  who  have 
been  most  with  the  malignant  cases  day  after 
day,  are  fully  convinced  ot  the  non-coutaglous> 
nees  of  the  cholera.  The  incipient  attacks, 
which  all  have  suffered  from,  are  to  be  attribu- 
ted to  great  fatigue,  making  the  conetilatloa 
liable  to  an  attack. 

In  another  letter  I  will  give  yon  a  descrip- 
tion of  the  cholera  as  we  saw  it,  and  of  some 
individual  cases.

Cbeap  Fire-Proof  UooAnc 

Speaking  of  the  plastic  slate  for  roofing, 
Solon  Robinson,  in  tho  New  England  Farmer 
says : 

I  consider  the  discovery  of  Wm.  L.  Potter, 
of  Saratoga  county,  New  York,  as  one  likely 
to  prove  most  beneficial  to  farmers  of  any  Iu 
this  wonderful  age  of  inventions  and  improve- 
ment in  agricultural  implements  and  farmloK 
faculties. 

It  is  now  upwards  of  three  years  slace  Mr. 
P.  began  his  experiments  with  plastic  slate ; 
that  is  slate  rock  ground  to  fine  flour  and 
mixed  with  coal  tar,  without  heatisg,  to  any 
degree  of  consistence ;  either  suitable  to  be  ap- 
pUei  witii  a  brush  or  a  mason's  trowel. 

In  this  condition,  spread  upon  wood,  stone, 
earth,  iron,  earthenware,  plastered  walla,  pa- 
per or  cloth,  it  is  bo  adhesive  as  te  t)e  after- 
ward absolutely  inseparable.  And  this  salt 
mastic  hardens  in  time  to  a  stony  substance,  so 
hard  that  it  may  be  used  as  an  ordinary  school 
slate.  I  hold  in  my  band,  at  the  time  of  this 
writing,  a  piece  of  oaken  lath,  upon  which 
Mr.  Poller  spread  mastic  in  some  of  his  first 
experiments  in  trying  to  make  a  lath  and  plas- 
tered roof.  Fhe  roof  was  found  liable  to  crack 
by  shrinking  and  swelling  of  the  wood,  and 
after  being  in  use  a  couple  of  years,  was  taken 
ofl'  and  a  portion  of  it  fell  Into  the  mill  pond 
and  sunk. 

The  piece  I  have  lay  four  months  under  wa. 
ter  without  in  the  least  affecting  the  material. 
It  now,  at  the  age  of  three  years  and  a  halt, 
breaks  with  a  square  Iracture,  about  like  that 
of  a  sound  brick ;  yet  it  still  retains  so  much  ot 
its  elasticity  ttiat  It  can  be  slightly  indented  by 
the  thumb  nail.  If  placed  ia  the  fire,  the  wood 
will  be  burned  away,  and  a  sheet  of  slate  left. 
Now,  sir,  this  subsUmce  spread  upon  common 
tarred  paper,  nailed  up»n  the  roof,  will  harden 
like  the  specimen  described,  without  cracking, 
without  being  in  the  least  affected  by  cold  or 
heat,  except  as  time  progresses,  to  harden  and 
t>ecome  more  like  slate  in  the  quarry — in  shsrt, 
"reconstructed." 

This,  then,  is  phistic  sUte  roofing;  is  it  good? 
It  is  fire  proof;  it  is  water  proof.  Il  possesses 
another  advantage  which  no  other  material 
does.  Il  can  be  johsod  to  other  buildings  in 
every  possibly  conceived  position,  and  made 
p2rfeeily  tight.  The  roof  upon  a  new  addition 
lo  mv  dwelling  Joins  an  upright  portion  of  the 
hons'e,  directly  over  the  center  of  the  parlor. 
Another  joining  is  against  the  huts  of  the  shin- 
gles of  a  higher  rooL  Another  small  roof  ia 
constructed  with  tlie  edges  turned  up,  so  as  to 
carry  water  down  to  the  gutter. 

The  tm  gutter  of  the  large  roof  is  fastened  to 
its  place  by  mastic ,  and  to  show  how  firmly 
it  adheres  to  tin  or  iron,  I  will  mention  tliat 
we  have  repeatedly  used  it  with  great  success 
in  mending  decayed  coal-scuttles,  leaky  wash- 
boilers,  broken  earthen  and  tin  ware,  and 
should  not  have  the  lea-it  hesitation  in  under- 
taking to  stop  a  hole  in  the  dinner-pot  mads 
by  knocking  out  a  leg. 

Such  being  the  character  of  the  material 
which  1  have  recammended,  I  leave  It  to  you 
to  say  whether  my  enthusiasm  in  its  favor,  as 
a  roofing  material,  is  greater  than  ft  deserves. 
The  cost  of  this  slate  flour  is  from  $20  to 
$25  per  tun,  in  consequence  of  the  limited 
supply,  though  it  can  be  profitably  manufac- 
turiKi  at  one  quarter  that  price.  One  hun- 
dred pounds  of  flour  will  cover  one  square  of 
roof,  or  one  hundred  square  feet.  One  thou- 
sand shingles  are  supposed  to  do  the  same, 
bat  it  usually  requires  a  thousand  and  a  quar- 
ter. RDOfers  here  advertise  to  put  on  plas- 
tic slate  roofs,  finding  all  the  materials,  for  t7 
per  square  (10x10).  It  requires  about  twenty- 
six  pounds  of  saturated  felting,  costing  four  lo 
five  cents  per  pound,  or  sixteen  pounds  of  dry 
felling  at  five  to  six  and  a  half  cenU ;  four 
ounces  of  best  ten  or  twelve'ounce  tacks,  and 
perhaps  twenty  yarda  of  tape  lor  a  square  of 
roofing.

list,  and  secured,  all  riH;ht. 
J  A  day  or  two  since  a  gentleman  In  Syracuse 
notified  Mr.  Roessle  of  the  Delevin  Hou'«e,ttiat 
he  had  forwarded  him  $3,000  to  t.  ke  np  a 
note.  But  no  such  letter  cania  to  hand. 
Seiuch  waa  instituted  and  inquiries  made,  bnt 
the  letter  conld  not  he  found.  It  wni  fiualiy 
discovered  in  the  ofllce  at  Syracuse,  held  for 
postage. 

One  of  •ur  cltlzena  put  a  thousand  dollar 
draft  in  a  letter  directe»l  to  Dullilo,  a  few  dajs 
ago.  It  did  not  reach  its  destination,  and  lli« 
post  olhcc  was  duly  anathematized ;  when,  lo  I 
the  letter  turned  up  among  thoRu  held  for 
po.itdffe. 

A  twenty  Ihou-and  dolhr  chock  was.  the 
writer  6up]>osed,  sent  to  Illlnoi(>,  bnt  It  did  not 
reach  its  destination.  In  due  time  it  was  re- 
tnmed  to  him  from  the  dead  letter  office.  It 
had  been  directed  to  Michigan  inglead  of  Il- 
linois. 

Three  members  of  a  family  in  this  city  own 
I  stock  in  a  western  bank.    One  of  tbera  receiv- 
ed the  regular  dividend,  but  the  others  did  not. 
I  After  a  while  it  was  found  that  the  two  miss- 
ing letters  had  beex  directed  to  New  York  In- 
stead of  Albany. 

Instances  like  these  arc  occurring  every  day. 
The  Post  Office  Department  Is,  of  course,  held 
responsible— cen.«urcd  when  the  letters  arc 
missed,  but  not  relieved  from  the  censure 
when  the  delinquencies  are  found  to  belong  to 
the  parties  tneiijselvc«.  For  uo  one  likes  lo 
talk  about  bis  own  blunders.

The  lollowing  ia  the  article  f^om  the  New- 
buryport Herald  before  referred  to  concerning 
tbe  latest  developments  regarding  the  celebrat- 
ed Burden  murder  case : 

Few  of  oar  readers  have  forgotten  the  mur- 
der of  Dr.  Burdell,  and  the  false  accouchement 
of  Mrs.  Cnnningham,  who  was  charged  with 
being,  and  unquestionably  was,  the  prime  In. 
stlgalor  of  that  diabolical  deed.  We  do  not 
know  that  anybody  has  acknowledged  the  per- 
petratioa  of  that  murder,  but  one  has  con^a- 
ed  a  near  connection  with  it,  and  is  believed 
by  those  who  have  examined  into  the  facts  to 
he  the  veritable  murderer. 

Recenlly,  Charles  IT.  Golden,  as  he  calls 
himseit  a  young  man  not  exceeding  30  years  of 
age,  committed  larceny.in  Gloucester,  and  fled 
that  place.  The  party  who  suffered  from  hit 
depredations  obtained  tbe  necessary  legal  pa- 
pers in  Glouce-'ter,  and  pursued  and  arrested 
him.  It  was  afterward  discovered  that  Golden 
was  gnllly  of  greater  crimes  here,  having  com- 
mitted burglary  and  being  alsO  guilty  of  larceny 
in  stripping  the  clothes  lines,  of  parties  un- 
known. Ho  was  therefore  retained  here,  and 
committed  to  jail  where  he  now  Is. 

When  in  jail  he  volunteered  to  Marshall 
Westcoit  to  make  confession  of  crime,  saying 
that  he  had  carried  the  burden  en  his  soul 
long  enough;  and  it  was  nothing  more  or  less 
than  his  knowledge  of  and  connection  with 
the  Burdell  murder  in  the  city  of  New  York  in 
1857.  His  storv  b  that  he  was  then  living  in 
New  York,  a  dealer  in  jewelry,  and  boarding 
with  Frederick  J.  P.ody.  No.  64  James-st.  He 
became  acquainted  with  Mrs.  Cunningham, 
and  from  time  to  time  noade  her  presents:  of- 
ten visited  the  house  of  Dr.  Burdell.  where  he 
was  intimate  with  Mrs.  Cunningham  and  her 
two  daughters,  frequently  stopping  there  day 
and  night:  knew  Snodgrass,  who  appeared 
in  the  Dial  as  the  particular  friend 
of  the  elder  daughter,  wliile  he.  Gold- 
en, was  the  "lovyer"  of  the  younger,  Au- 
gusta. He  overheard  Mrs.  C.  and  Snodgrafs 
talking  of  a  child,  she  saying  that  if  Dr.  Bur- 
dell was  out  of  the  way  she  could  obtain  the 
property.  She  said  that  she  could  not  trust 
Dr.  Eckel,  who  was  stopping  there,  with  the 
Job,  but  Charley,  meaning  him--elf,  was  a  good 
hand  and  In  her  confidence  A  short  time  after 
this  conversation,  on  the  night  of  tbe  murder, 
at  which  time  he  was  engaged  to  attend  the 
theatre  with  Miss  Augusta,  Mrs  C.  held  a  con- 
versation with  him,  saying  that  the  property 
was  soon  to  be  hers,  imiuiring  if  he  had  the 
heart  of  an  ox,  and  if  he  would  have  scruples 
to  commit  crime  if  it  would  bring  him  $25,000. 
"You  know,  Charley,"  she  continues,  " that 
Dr.  Burdell  is  worth  $100,000,  and  ^ou  and 
Augusta  shall  have  $25,000  of  it."  She"  handed 
blin  a  dirk,  aisd  asked  him  if  he  would  do  any- 
thing for  Augusta's  sake.  Then,  his  story  is, 
that  he  threw  the  knife  upon  tbe  table,  and 
soon  after  left  for  the  theatre,  Mrs.  C.  telling 
Snodgraas  that"*'  Charley  had  caved." 

Ou  their  return,  at  half  past  one,  be  noticed 
the  smoky  smell  in  the  street,  met  Mrs.  C. 
with  a  napkin  stained  with  b  ood,  saw  Snod- 
grass  in  his  room,  the  bosom  of  his  shirt  s'.uln- 
ed  with  blood,  as  he  said  from  the  nose  bleed, 
and  went  to  bod  feeling  that  the  murder  had 
becv  committed. 

liarly  the  next  morning,  when  there  were 
cries  of  murder,  .Mrs.  C  advised  him  to 
leave  as  soon  as  possible,  to  get  out  of  New 
York,  and  if  po<isible  to  go  to  England.  She 
gave  bim  $1*00  to  pay  his  expcases,  ics'sting 
that  he  sh.uld  not  visit  tbe  house  agala,  saying 
that  tbe  property  was  her's,  but  asking  his  re- 
turn when  the  excitement  was  over.

It  would  appear  singular  if  his  story  was  with- 
out foundation,  that  it  should  be  correct  in  all 
these  parlieuiars.  But  it  will  be  remembered 
that  in  the  house,  after  the  murder,  was  found 
a  shirt  covered  with  blood,  marked  "Charles 
Kctcheam,"  and  that  during  the  investiga- 
tion a  letter  was  sent  to  Cincinnati,  signed 
"Bold  Writer,"  the  author  of  which  affirmed 
the  guilt  of  himEell  and  the  innocence  of  mur- 
der of  the  persons  arrested.  By  those  who 
have  examined  into  the  matter,  it  is  believed 
that  the  shirt  belonged  to  this  person,  now 
calling  himself  Golden,  and  between  the  time 
of  the  murder  and  some  three  weeks  after, 
when  the  ship  Memphis  sailed,  he  was  in  Cin- 
cinnati, and  dfd  write  the  letter  named,  and  is 
himself  the  murderer  of  Dr.  Burdell. 

(iolden  is  a  man  of  prepossessing  appear- 
ance, superiot  education,  and  specially  gifted 
in  the  use  of  tbe  pencil.  He  says  he  was  em- 
ployed as  an  artist  on  one  of  the  pictorials  dar- 
ing tbe  war.  Whether  any  further  attention 
will  be  given  to  this  matter  we  do  not  know. 
He  will  probably  be  sentenced  to  the  State 
Prison  at  the  coming  term  of  the  Court,  for 
crimes  which  he  is  known  to  have  committed.

A.  The  feellrg  and  sentiments  of  those  with 
In  tbe  limit  of  my  commacd  Is  as  good  per- 
haps as  conld  lie  expected,  still  not  satisfac- 
tory. The  peopl*  of  Louisiana  are  poor,  and 
to  the  best  of  my  knowledge  heavy  mortgages 
rest  on  perhaps  u  majority  of  plantations  in  tho 
SUite  for  debts  coatrost^  before  tbe  war.  Id 
many  instances  the  plautatious  will  loll  into 
the  bands  ef  Norlhcrn  people,  who,  from  pre. 
sent  appearances,  will  at  no  distant  period 
control  Louisiana,  even  in  sentiment.  Having 
this  prospect  before  them,  it  is  not  surprising 
that  a  spirit  of  bitterness  and  dissent  should 
exist.  I  t)elieve  that  a  majority  of  tbe  people 
are  not  opposed  to  the  General  GuvernmcDt, 
and.  In  fact,  earnestly  desire  to  be  restored  to 
a  perfect  union  with  the  other  States.  Still 
sufficient  time  has  not  yet  ebipsed  to  effice  the 
recollection  of  their  having  been  reduced  frftm 
affiuende  to  limited  means,  and  the  chagrin  of 
being  conquered  to  submerge  the  idea  ot  jusU- 
fying  rebellion  and  its  representatives.

to  $2,400,000,000,  or  to  $2,300,000,000.  The 
The  smaller  the  debt  the  lighter  the  taxes.  Bat 
is  it  quite  oertoin  tbat  there  is  no  better  way 
of  nsing  the  surplus  of  1860  7  toan  in  paying 
off  $205,000,000  of  debt  ceruficates  and  other 
(hort-date  obligations  ? 

Look  at  the  situation.  Money  is  a  drug  in 
Wail  street.  It  cannot  be  easily  lent  even  at  it 
per  cent.,  and  the  prospect  ia  that  three  or 
four  will  be  the  rate.  Fully  $800,000,000  of 
currency,  independent  of  tho  interest-bearlnic 
legal-tenders  are  afloat— four  times  as  much 
as  we  had  before  the  war.  All  this  cnrrency 
is  seeking  employment,  all  these  banks  are 
ravenous  for  dividends.  Cashiers  and  Presi- 
dents fall  down  at  the  feet  of  anyone  who  will 
condescend  to  borrow  money  of  them. 

Tbe  consequence  is,  that  every  man  who 
has  property  borrows  money  on  it,  and  hoards 
it  in  view  of  the  inflation  which  he  wants  and 
deems  inevitable ;  and  ail  kinds  of  merchan- 
dise and  property  are  held  flrmly  for  an  ad- 
vance, and  the  cost  of  Uving  Is  at  least  as  high 
as,  if  not  liigher  than  it  was  when  gold  was 
250. 

Now,  how  will  the  proposed  application 
the  surplus  of  186C-7  to  tbe  extinction  ot  Dln^ 
or  ten  per  cent,  of  the  public  debt  affect  these 
things  ?  It  will  make  money  easier  than  it  Is, 
and  will  render  a  fresh  inflation  inevitable.  It 
will  raise  the  price  of  every  thing  used  by  the 
poor.  It  will  tempt  men  to  run  in  debt,  to  live 
extravagantly,  to  expand  their  commercial  ven- 
tures. And,'  as  Mr.  McCulloch  eloquently .,,.., 
showed  in  bis  report  to  Congress,  it  will  lead, '  -  » 
surely  and  swiftly,  to  a  crisis  which  will  over- 
whelm three.fourths  of  the  trodmg  commu- 
nity, and  Involve  the  whole  country  in  disaster. 
All'  that  it  will  do,  without  bringing  the  na- 
tional currency  one-eight  per  cent,  nearer  par 
(see  the  course  of  the  gold  market  since  th.9 
scheme  was  mooted).  The  only  people  whom 
it  will  benefit  are  the  bankers  and  speculators 
who  bought  at  a  discount  the  short-date  obli- 
gations which,  it  Is  now  propoi>ed  to  pay  off  at 
{lar. 

If,  on  the  other  hand,  this  great  surplus — 
the  greatest,  we  believe,  ever  accumulated  by 
a  nation  in  a  single  year,  should  be  used  exclu- 
sively for  the  purpose  of  restoring  the  national 
currency  to  its  proper  value— the  standard  ol 
gold — bow  then  would  the  case  ttand  ?    Mon- 
ey would  at  once  become  more  active,  the  na- 
tional banks  would  be  compelled  to  withdraw 
their  issues  and  curtail  their  discounts,  and  val- 
ues would  gradually  settle  down.    Man  would 
realize  that  money  was  once  more  going  to  be 
money— not  sbinplasters.       They  would  not 
owe  more  than  they  could  pay.    They  would 
not  spend  more  than  they  had.    They  would 
Ecent  the  crisis  from  afar,  and  by  timely  prep- 
aration would  perhaps  avert    it    altogether. 
Speculators  —  the      harpies      who     discred- 
ited     national       securities       during       the 
war  in  order  to  buy  them  cheap— would  not 
make  as  much  money  as  though  the  currency 
were  kept  in  disgrace.    But  every  individual 
would  be  able  to  live  more  cheaply,  and  to  pay 
his  taxes  with  less  suffering.    True,  tbe  Secre- 
tary might  not  t>e  able  to  sell  bonds  for  as  high 
a  figure  in  currency  it  gold  were  110  aa  ne 
could  if  gold  were  130,    but  surely  grown  men 
do  not  need,  at  this  late  day,   to   be  told  that 
gold  Is  the  only  tme  standard  of  value,  and 
that  ninety-five  cents  in  currency,  with  gold  at 
110,  is  more  money  than  100  cents  in  currency 
with  gold  at  13U.    One  imi>ortant  branch  u 
tbe  taxes,  the  customs  daliea,   would  be  re 
duced  by  the  fall  in  gold. 

Tbe  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  has  commu- 
nicated his  ijurpose  to  no  one.  But  if  be  have 
not  greatly  changed  his  mind  since  he  wrote 
his  report  to  Congress  in  Deceml)er  last,  he  U 
much  more  likely  to  adopt  the  latter  method 
than  the  former.

These  are  subeUmtlal,  suggestive  facts.    This 
country,  it  seems,  with  a  population,  inclndlng 
negroes,  perhaps  3,000,0(0  more  than  that  of 
Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  and  9,000,000  less 
than  that  of  France,  yields  a  revenue  to  Gov- 
ernment fifty  per  cent,  more  than  the  public 
revenue  of  Great  Britain  or  of  France.    The 
Bi'iiish  revenue  has  for  some  years  averaged 
$.*150,O0O,000  per  annam,  and  the  revenue  of 
France   aboct   the   same    sum.      Our    pub- 
lic revenue  this  year  will    not  t>c  less  than  half 
as  much  more.    Thus,  while   inhabitants  of 
Great  Britain  and  Ireland  pay  an  average  tax 
of  about  $12  50  per  head,  and  inhabitants  of 
France  about  $8  75  per  head,   inhabitants  of 
I  tbe  United    States,    including  negroes,    pay 
I  about  $1C  50  per  head.    This  Is  pretty  well  for 
I  a  country  which,   till  within  three  years,  was 
I  new  to  direct  taxes,  and  of  which  it  was  con- 
j  fidently    predicted    by  observers   who  were 
neither  idiots  nor  traitors,   that  the    people 
would  never  submit  to  the  exactions  of  tbe 
tax  gatherer. 

The  revenue,  as  we  said,  is  not  to  be  leas  in 
1886  7  than  it  was  in  18G5-6.  Yet  the  expen- 
diture Lb  to  be  reduced  nearly  one-half.  In 
1865  6  tbe  expenditure  will  be  found  not  to 
fall  far  short  of  $iOJ,000,000.  For  1866-7  the 
Secretary's  estimates  are  $285,000,000;  and 
sound  authorities  predict  that  unless  Congress 
throws  money  arway  the  aggregate,  including 
the  interest  on  the  public  debt,  will  be  within 
$275,000,000.  Thh  would  leave  a  surplus  of 
$250,000,000,  to  t>e  applied,  as  many  suppose 
to  the  redueiiOD  of  thu  principal  of  the  public 
debt. 
An  hnportant  problem  is  suggested  by  this 

frobabie  excess  of  revenue  over  expenditure, 
s  it  Just  or  politic  for  the  present  generation 
to  undertake  the  payment  of  tbe  national  debt, 
and  at  the  rate  of  nearly  10  per  cent  per  an- 
num ?  On  the  one  band  it  is  urged  that  oa 
there  is  no  l)etter  possible  investment  for  an 
individaal  than  the  purchase  of  his  own  paper, 
BO  there  can  be  no  better  use  for  Uie  pnblio 
funds  than  In  the  eztlogiiii^mient  of  the  public 
debt. 
But,  on  tbe  other  band,  as  future  genera-

thing as  that  "  lilly  "  bonnet  oould  come 
out  ot  nothing  is,  I  confess,  a  wonder  of 
art 

Crinoline,  for  which  tbe  manufacturers 
of  the  article  have  been  doing  battle,  is 
decidedly  doomed.  At  Lady  Cowley 's  last 
ball  all  tbe  most  fashionable  people,  in- 
cluding her  daughter.  Lady  itoyston, 
appeared  without  it,  and  the  like  phenom- 
enon was  observed  at  the  highly  patron- 
ized British  Charity  Ball  at  the  Grand 
Hotel.

— Many  of  our  citizens 
have  for  years  been  emleavoring  to 
beautify  their  grounds  and  the  city, 
at  considerable  expense,  by  trans- 
planting fruit  and  oniamental  trees. 
^V\•  have  noticed  that  many  of  these 
trees  have  been  destroyed  or  injured 
hy  reckless  persons  hacking  them 
with  knives,  or  destroying  them  bodi- 
ly by  twisting  or  breaking  them  to 
the  ground.  The  person  who  will 
thus  wantonly  destroy  a  shrub  or  tree, 
would  whip  his  mother  o  defame  the 
good  name  of  his  sister.  For  the  ben- 
efit o(  HUch  persons,  we  copy  a  few 
sections  from  the  law  protecting  citi- 
zens against  wanton  violations  of  the 
laws  of  our  city  for  the  protection  of 
shade  trees  and  sidewalks  : 

Skction  1.  It  shall  be  Lawful  for 
the  owners  of  lots  in  the  city  of  Htill- 
water  to  plant  shade  trees  in  front  of 
their  said  lots,  and  cause  the  same  to 
be  protected  in  their  growth  by  boxes 
or  posts  as  is  usual  in  such  cases,  so 
long  as  such  trees  shall  require  care 
and  protection ;  provided,  that  such 
trees  shall  be  placed  in  such  manner 
and  in  such  places  as  not  to  incom- 
mode the  free  use    and  occupancy   of

It  wa«  a  vivid  illustration  of 
that  fine  passage  In  De  Quincey's  "Revolt 
of  the  Tartars,"  where  the  author  discribes 
the  long  lino  of  camels  fringing  the  distant 
horizon  with  a  dusky  band.  Strange  to 
say,  though  nnmerous  detailed  accounts 
and  descriptive  sketches  of  the  exhibition 
adorned  the  columns  of  most  of   our  co-  it 

temporaries  in  the  three  pre^idencle^,  yet    witnessed  lu  Texas 
this  spectacle,  which  bingly  cjnibined  all    *       ^"""'' '  '"""'"o 
the  historical  elements  of  Oriental   pomp 
and  splendor,  tias  been  honored  with  only 
the  faintcKt  of  allusions  as  if  unworthy  of 
a  lengthened  notice. 

Exhibition  grounds  of  the  long  line  of 
huge  quadrupeds  slowly,    and   as  it  were 

with  measured    tread,    wending  tlielr  way 
over  the  bridge,   and  thrown  in  strong  r«- 

iiero  against  the  morning  sun,    was  strik-  j 

ing,  and  transported  the  imagination  back 

to  tbe   Great  Mogni,   when   all  the  re- 
sources of  the  East  were  brought  Into  re- 

qnigltion,  in  order  to  ministf^r  to  the  Im- 
perial vanity. 

Alter  the  Cbief  Commi'wione-,  the  Brig- 
adier and  the  Nagpore  Rajahs,   came  the 

principal  nobility  of  the  central  provinces.

Turning  oflf  from  the  Georgum  road,  the  . 
Chief  Commissioner  led  the  way  by  atem- 

g)rary  road  across  the  plain  to  the 
ukhurgnnge  road,  and  it  was,  p6  haps, 
passing  over  the  open  country  that  the 
panoramic  grandeur  of  the  state  procession 
was  felt  in  full  force.  There  were  seven- 
ty-nlne  elephants  counted,  moetly  in  gaudy 
and  glittering  trappings,  and  carrying  gai- 
ly    attired  natives.     From  the  Bukhur- 

funge  road  the  procession  wound  up  the 
'aldee  road,  passed  under  the  lofty  arch 
of  the  palace  gate,  and  crowed  the  spa- 
olotis  square  in  froal  of  tbe  ruiaei  palace.

After  a  seven  years'  residence  in  West- 
ern Texas,  during  which  I  gained  some 
experience  in  stock-raising,  I  find  on  my 
return  to  the  States  a  great  and  general 
interest  In  all  that  relates  to  that  occupa- 
tion, but  at  tbe  same  time  a  most  wonder- 
ful ignorance  of  the  natural  habits  and  in- 
stincts of  our  common  domeitic  animals. 
For  centuries  past  men  of  the  first  abil- 
ity have  devoted  their  time  and  talents  to 
the  study  and  elucidation  of  every  fact 
that  has  the  slightest  bearing  or  reference 
to  the  raiding  of  horses ;  yet,  as  far  as  my 
limitoil  reading  has  gone,  I  find  that  the 
natural  condition  of  the  horse  is  not  re- 
corded,  and  that  our  most  devote<l  stock- 
raisers  at  home  are  entirely  unaware  of 
the  character  of  the  animal  when  suffered 
to  go  at  larifc  and  resume  his  natural  in- 
stincts. 

It  seems  to  be  universally  believed  by 
those  who  have  formed  any  opinion  on  the 
Mibjeet,  that  tbe  stallion  is  a  careless,  wan- 
ton  libertine,  ready  to  gratify  his  passion 
with  almost  any  inare  presented  to  him, 
mid  to  roam  otT  to  new  plewnrcs,  regard- 
less of  her  future  welfare. 

Now,  this  may  be  true  of  the  pampered 
horse  of  the  stables  ;  but  only  allow  him 
to  revert  to  his  natural  condition,  and  ob- 
serve the  difference.  Take  even  a  ten- 
year-old  horse,  all  his  p?eviou3  life  habitu- 
ated to  the  perverted  and  unnatural  man- 
ners of  civilization,  and  turn  him  at  large 
on  the  prairie  to  act  as  he  pleases,  and  then

Having  made  up  his  "bunch,"  as  the  ; 
Ttxans  callit,  of  some  twelve,  fifteen  or  j 
twenty  mares,  or,   if  uncommonly  active 
and   vigorous,   ho   may  have  called  out 
thirty,  or  even  thirty-five,  he  at  once  as- 
sumes supreme  command  and  control ;  he  ; 
endeavors  with  all  his  might  to  drive  off  ' 
every  other  horse,  every  mule  or  jack,  and 
his  jealousy  is  constantly  on  the   lookout 
to  guard  his  harem   from   all   interlopers. 
The  obstinate  perseverance  of  the  mule  or 
lack,  or  their   prowess  in  batue,   after  a  ' 
time  prevails,  and  they  are  tolerated  with- 
in certain  bonds,  and  a  hollow  truce  ob- 
served, until   some   undue  lil»erty   is   at-  1 
tempted,  when  a  ilesperate  battie  ensues,  .

his  teeth  by  tbe  throat  or  by  the   fore-leg 
below  the  knee  ;  if  he  succeeds  the  horse

Adjctawt  Oexebai.'s  Officf.. 
St.  Paul,  Mini*.,  May  19, 1806. 
To  Uti  ErcfJttn^;  WOl'tam  R.  Mmr$haU.  Gov 
tmor  of  Minnesota : 
Sir  :    I  hare  the  honor  to  report  that  In  ac- 
cordance with  yoor  infftructlons,  I  have  visit- 
cd  the  Upper   Minnesota   Valley,   to  inquire 
into  tbe  coedlUoa  of  our  frontier  settlements 
with   reference  to  their   exposure   to  Indian 
i^J^^aadto  learn  whether  any  more  protec- 
tion is  needed  than  what  is  now  furnished  by 
oar  Oovemment. 

Before  making  the  journey  I  conferred  with 
General  Alexander,  the  commander  of  the 
District,  and  found  him  solicitous  to  anticipate 
and  prevent  any  Inroads  from  hostile  Indians, 
and  to  Insure  quiet  on  our  borders.  He  has 
but  one  regiment  o(  infantry  at  hla  disposal  for 
the  protection  of  eur  extended  frontier,  four 
companies  of  which  are  stationed  at  Fort 
Wadsworth,  two  at  Fort  Abercrombie,  two  at 
Fort  Ripley,  one  at  Fort  RWgley,  and  one  at 
Fort  Snelllng. 

I  also  had  an  Interview  with  Captain  Kel- 
logg, the  commanding  officer  at  Fort  Ridgely, 
who  kindly  proffered  any  aid  or  escort  that  I 
might  need  In  the  prosecution  of  my  Journey. 
Uo  has  one  company   of  infantry  under  his 
command,  twenty  five' of  whom  are  mounted. 
He  has  formad  a  eetUement  of  friendly  Sioux 
at  Lake  Ilendricki*,  eighty-five  miles  west  of 
Fori  Ridgely;  one  at  Lake  Tilaukahe,  thirty- 
flve  miles  southwest  of  thlp;  and  a  third  about 
thirty  iniloa  further  eouthwen,  al  Lake  Thom- 
son.   These  are  all  assisted  by  him.    The  men 
are  emploved  as  scouts  and  are  required  to 
give  information  when  any  party  of  hostile  Iu 
dlaus  pass  within  the  lines.    He  believes  them 
to  be  tailhtul,  and  thus  far  has  found  them 
true,  if  not  from  motives  of  friendship,  at  least 
from  Interest.    A  similar  line  of  scouts  in  ad- 
vance of   onr  settlements  is  maintuiucd  by  the 
commanding  ofllccr  at  Fort  Wadsworth,  and 
they  are  considered  efficient  and  trustworthy. 
The  Eeverity  of  last  winter  caused  much  sui- 
ferlng  among  the  Indians,  and  the  rations  for-

The  Sioux,  as  a  people,  doubtless  de«lre 
peace,  and  the  treaty  to  be  held  this  summer 
on  the  plains,  will  occupy  the  atlcnlion  of 
their  leaders  and  take  their  bands  from  our  vi- 
cinitv  for  some  months,  so  that  we  may  rea- 
sonably hope  for  a  quiet  season.  Still,  there 
are  bad  men  among  iliem,  bent  on  mischief, 
and  a  small  party  coming  within  onr  lines  and 
committing  a  murder,  might  create  a  disas- 
trous panic.  Every  caution  should  be  taken 
to  prevent  such  visits. 

Our  eettloments  are  extending  up  the  Min- 
cesota  river,    the   most  remote  being  at  the 
mouth  of  the  Chippewa,  seventy  miles  above 
Fort  Ridgley.    At  Redwood  Falls  and  vicinity 
there  are  about  250  inhabitants ;  at  tho  ,moulh 
of  the   Yellow   Medicine    ten  families;  about 
the  same  number  at  the  mouth  of  the  Chippe- 
wa ;  at  Birch  Coolie  and  at  the  month  of  Bea- 
ver Cieek  are  large  seltlcmenta.

With  him  arc 
three  familes  iu  which  are  eight  or  ten  men, 
well   armed   and    prepared    to  protect  them- 
selves against  any  parly  of  Indians  that  may 
be  disposed  to  molest  them.

horrors  of  G2' ar«  not  forgotten,  and  noiwilh- 
Btauding  Sioux  have  since  Lxien  removed  from 
our  Immediate  vicinity,  the  murder  of  the 
Jewltt  lamlly  in  Blue  fiarth  county  last  year 
has  taught  us  that  small  parties  can  flud  their 
wny  to  our  midst,  and  that  but  little  depend- 
ence can  bo  placed  on  military  posts  over  one 
hundred  miles  apart,  for  security  against 
prowning  ludians. 

On  this  account  there  is  a  feeling  of  insecu- 
rity with  many  of  our  torder  settlers,  and  they 
look  to  the  State  for  protection.  But  lo 
protect  our  frontier  is  tho  province  of  tbe  gen- 
eral government  and  not  ot  the  Stale.  For  this 
purpotjc,  the  military  are  siationed  among  us, 
and  to  the  commander  of  the  district  commu- 
nications re  specting  these  mailers  are  relerred. 
The  settlers  are  very  moderate  in  theli  re- 
quests. They  ask  for  a  few  mounted  men  to 
be  Biaiioncd  as  they  were  last  year,  at  intervals 
along  the  border,  10  servo  as  sconts;  to  give 
information  Is  case  of  danger;  to  strike  when 
occasion  may  require,  and  to  form  rallying 
points  when  needed. 

Two  companies  of  cavalry  would  thus  guard 
our  tetllemenls  from  the  Iowa  line  to  Fort 
.\bercrombie;  wonld  quiet  the  fears  of 
our  citizens  and  promote  a  rapid  eettlement  of 
our  fertile  territory.  The  Siale  has  depots  of 
arms  and  ammunition  at  saitable  and  conve- 
nient points  lor  the  use  of  its  citizens  iu  caees 
of  emergency;  but  with  the  protection  we  have 
a  riiiht  to  expect  from  the  general  government, 
it  does  not  appear  advisable  or  expedieut  for 
the  State  to  ork;anizeand  maintain  an  addition- 
al force  for  frontier  defense. 

And  now  that  ihe  civil  war  is  over  It  is  not 
asking  too  much  of  our  government  to  place  at 
Ihe  disposal  of  the  Commander  of  the  District 
the  few  troops  necessary  to  guarantee  a  per- 
fect security  lo  our  frontier.

Washinutox,  May  16.— The  following  Is  the 
bill  amending  an  act  relatlug  to  the  judicial 
pmneediogfl  in  certain  caees,  approved  March, 

1868: 

Ii  provides  that  any  search,  seizure,  arrest, 
or  imprisonment  made,  or  any  acts  done  or 
omitted  to  be  done  nnder  the  rebellion  by  any 
officer  or  person,  under  and  by  virtue  of  any 
order,  written  or  verbal,  general  or  special. 
Issued  by  the  President  or  Secretary  of  War, 
or  by  any  military  officer  of  the  United  States, 
holding  the  command  of  the  department,  dis- 
trict or  place  wherein  such  seizure,  search,  ar- 
rest or  imprisonment  was  made,  done  or  omit- 
ted, to  he  done  cither  by  the  person  or  officer 
to  whom  the  order  was  addressed, or  for  whom 
it  was  Intended,  or  by  any  other  person  aiding 
or  assisting  him  therein,  th&W  be  held  and  are 
herebv  declared  to  come  within  the  purview 
of  the"  fourth  and  fitih  sections  of  the  said  act 
of  March  3d,  1863,  for  all  pnriKJses  ot  defence, 
transfer,  appeal  or  limitation  provided  there- 
in. But  no  such  order  shall  by  force 
of  this  act,  or  that  act  to  which  this  is  an 
amendment,  be  a  defence  to  any  suit  or  action 
for  any  act  done  or  omitted  to  be  done  after 
the  passnge  of  this  act.  When  the  said  order 
it  In  wrillug  It  shall  be  sufficient  to  produce  In 
evidence,  the  original,  with  proof  of  iU  an- 
thenticitv,  or  a  certified  copy  of  the  same,  or 
If  sent  by  telegraph,  the  production  of  the 
telegram  purporting  to  emlnate  from  such 
military  officer  shall  be  prima  facia  evidence 
of  lu  authenticity;  or  if  the  original  of  such 
order  or  telegram  Is  lost  ot  cannot  be  produced 
secondary  evidence  thereof  shall  be  admlsEa- 
ble,  as  in  other  cases. 

Ihe  right  of  removal  from  the  State  Court 
to  the  Circuit  Court  of  the  United  Slates  may 
be  exercised  after  the  appearance  of  the  de- 
fendant and  the  Cling  of  the  plea,  or  other  de. 
fence  in  eald  court,  at  any  term  of  said  court 
subsequent  to  tho  term  when  the  appearance 
is  entered,  and  before  a  jury  Is  empannelled 
to  try  the  same ;  but  nothmg  herein  contained 
shall"  bs  held  to  abridge  the  right  of  such  re-

The  report  of  the  late  trial  in  Cincin- 
nati, which  we  find  in  the  Gazette  of  that 
city,  contains  one  bright  passage.  Th« 
case  was  one  in  which  the  heirs  of  a  Mn.

1861  under  the  aulhoiity  of  Congress  an  elec- 
tion was  lawfully  appointed  and  held  lor  the 
purpose  of  ascerulumg  the  views  ot  the  people 
upon  this  particular  question.  Six  thousand 
one  hundred  and  uioeiy-two  votes  were  cast, 
and  ot  this  nuivber  a  majority  of  U,152  was 
given  against  the  proposed  change.  In  Sep- 
tember IS'O  without  any  legal  authority  the 
question  v.as  again  presented  to  the  people  of 
the  Territory,  with  the  view  of  obtaining  a 
reconsideration  laf  the  result  ol  the  election 
held  In  compliance  with  the  act  of  Congress 
approved  March  I'tlb  1864.

Whilo  it  is  desirable  that  Jerritorlis 
whrtiiuili  icntly  maiurtd  should  be  then  or- 
ganized ai  States,  the  spirit  ol  the  coiatltu- 
lloo  seems  to  reqaire  that  there  should  be  an 
apprc'Ximation  towards  cquaiity  among  the 
several  States  comprising  the  Union.  No 
State  can  have  less  or  more  than  two  Senators 
in  Congresfi.  The  largest  Sta'e  has  a  popula-  | 
tion  of  four  million!*,  *e>reral  other  States  have  i 
a  population  exceeding  two  millions  and  many 
others  have  a  population  exceeding  one  milll')n. 
It  this  bill  should  Iwcome  a  law,  the  people 
ot  Colorado,  thirty  thousard  In  number,  which 
have  in  the  House  of  Representatives  one 
member,  while  New  York  with  a  pooulatlon 
of  four  millions  has  bat  ihlrty-ooe.  Colorado 
would  have  In  the  Electoral  College  three 
votes  while  New  York  has  only  thirty-three  ; 
Colorarlo  would  have  In  the  Senate  two  votes 
while  New  York  has  no  more.  Irregularities 
of  this  character  have  already  occurred,  but  it 
is  believed  none  have  huprened  where  the  Ir 
regularity  was  so  b real.  When  such  in'."tualily 
has  been  allowed.  Congress  »  supposed  to 
have  pe.mitted  It  on  tbo  gioncd  of  bome  his;h 
public  necessity  and  under  circnmstarces  which 
promi-ed  that  it  would  rapidly  disappear 
through  the  growth  and  development  of  a 
newly  admitted  Slate.  Thus  in  regard  to  the 
several  Stales  in  what  was  formerly  called 
the  Northwest  Territory,  lylug  east  of  the 
.Mississippi ;  their  rapid  advance  It  p-ipulatlon 
rendered  it  certain  that  States  admitted  with 
only  one  or  two  Representatives  in  Congress, 
would  in  a  very  short  jicrlod  l)e  entiiled  to  a 
great  Increase  In  representation.  8o  when 
California  w:4s  admitted  on  the  ground  of  com- 
mercial and  political  exigencies.  It  was  well

Many  of  those  who  settled  aa  pre-emptors 
upon  th'ir  claims  prior  to  the  passage  cl  the 
Land  (Jrant  Act  of  1857.  and  who  took  otit 
statements,  but  have  never  proved  up  tLeir 
claims,  are  of  the  opinion  that  ihf  y  are  entitled 
yet  to  enter  their  claims  as  pro  empllons,  or  as 
homostcads.  I  am  told  by  man>  of  these  set- 
tlers that  Ihc  Land  Ofll':crs  at  the  SU  Peter 
Land  OtUce  are  allowing  these  seUlers  to  enter 
their  lands  us  Lomtsteads,  the  Land  Officers 
claiming  tl a.  Inasmuch  as  no  odd  secuons 
were  embraced  in  the  body  of  the  proclamation 
of  falc  Issued  In  18C0,  the.-e  lands  (odd  sections) 
have  never  yet  been  offered  for  sale,  and  con- 
seq  :ently  those  having  settlements  dating  prior 
to  the  passage  of  the  Land  Grant  Act  can  yet 
take  advantage  of  the  pre-emption  or  home- 
stead law.  On  the  other  hand  the 
Railroad  Company  claims  that  the  addenda 
at  the  bottom  of  the  proclamation  requiring  all 
persons  having  pre-emption  cUims  upon  any 
of  the  land  In  any  of  the  townships  referred 
to  la  the  prdclamatlon  to  make  proof  fcud  pay- 
ment before  the  day  of  sale,  appUea  to  the  odd 
as  well  as  the  even  sections,  and  that  those 
who  were  situated  upon  such  odd  sections,  and 
who  failed  to  make  such  proof  and  payment, 
lost  their  land— it  pae.iing  to  the  Company. 
It  would  seem  l-y  the  letter  of  the  Commis- 
sioner of  the  General  Land  Office  of  dale  Au^. 
•21, 18tW.  that  the  Company  would  be  justiJled 
In  such  conclusion. 

As  the  Railroad  Company  now  require  pay- 
ment  lor  their  lands  to  t)e  made  to  the  Compa. 
ny  within  a  short  lime  I  would  respectfully 
ask  that  you  communicate  to  me,  whether  the 
settlers,  such  as  referred  to  above,  can  obtain 
their  titles  from  the  United  States  or  whether 
thev  must  look  lo  the  Railroad  Company  for 
them ;  and  If  the  latter  Is  the  case,  whether 
such  Lands  have  yet  been  certitied  lo  the  State.

BSiR :  In  view  of  the  longdehiy  in  the  lower 
iioase  of  Congress,  in  agreeing  upon  a  plan  for 
the  reorganization  of  the  army  sollable  to  oar 
present  requirements,  and  the  urgent  necessity 
for  tarly  action,  I  am  Induced  to  present  the 
matter  to  you  officially  and  to  ask  the  atten. 
tlon  of  Congress  to  It,  believing  that  when 
they  have  the  matter  fairly  before  ihem,  thej 
will  do  what  should  be  done  speedily. 

At  the  present  time  settlements  are  sprlnjlng 
up  with  unusual  rapidity  In  the  dLslrici  ^ 
country  between  the  Mi-ssouri  River  and  the 
I'aciflc  Ocean,  where  heretofore  the  Indian  was 
left  in  undispatcd  possession.  Emigrants  are 
pushing  to  these  settlements  and  to  the  gold 
delds  of  the  Boeky  Mountains  by  every  avails, 
blc  highway.  The  people  flocking  to  those 
regions  are  citizens  of  the  United  States,  and 
are  entitled  to  the  protection  of  the  Govern- 
ment. They  are  developing  the  resoorces  of 
the  country  to  its  great  advantage,  thus 
making  it  interest  as  well  as  duty  to  give  thein 
military  protection.  This  makes  a  much 
greater  force  w«st  of  the  MiSBiBeippi  necessary 
than  was  ever  heretoiore  required.  A  small 
military  force  Is  rcquhred  In  all  the  States 
Uitely  in  rtbeilion,  and  It  cannot  be  forcseea 
that  this  force  will  not  be  required  for  soor 
time  to  come.  It  Is  to  be  hoped  that  Ihls  force 
will  not  be  necessary  to  enforce  the  laws,  elUi. 
er  Sute  or  National,  but  the  diUcreQca  of  sen- 
timent engendered  by  the  great  war  which  has 
raged  for  four  years  will  make  the  presence  ol 
a  military  force  necessary  to  give  a  feeling  of 
security  to  the  people.  All  classes  disposed  tu 
obey  the  laws  of  the  country  will  feel  this 
alike.  To  maintain  order  the  Government  has 
been  compelled  to  retain  volunteers.  All  the 
while  volunteers  have  become  dissatisfied,  and 
claim  that  the  contract  with  them  has  been  vi- 
olated by  retaining  them  after  the  war  was 
over.  By  reason  of  their  diesalisfactloa,  they 
are  no  longer  of  use,  and  every  one  now 
remalolog  in  the  service  might  as  well  be  dlt-  . 
charged  at  once.  The  colored  volunteers  havs 
an  equal  right  to  cLiim  their  discharge,  but  as 
vet  they  have  not  done  so.  How  long  wlii 
e^ristlng  laws  authorize  the  retention  of  this 
force,  even  if  thev  are  content,  to  remain  ? 
The  United  States  Senate  passed  promptly  a  bill 
for  the  reorganization  of  the  army,  which  in 
my  opinion,  is  as  free  from  objection  as  any 
great  measure  could  possibly  be,  and  it  would 
supply  the  minimum  requisite  forces.  It  gives 
but  tew  thousand  addiiional  men  over  the 
present  organization,  but  gives  a^largenam- 
ber  of  additional  l>attalions  and  companies, 
and  the  public  service  guarding  routes  ovex 
the  Plains  and  giving  protection  In  the  Sou  th- 
em States  demand  the  occupation  of  a  great 
number  of  posts.  For  many  of  them,  a  small 
company  is  j  net  as  eQiclent  as  one  with  more 
men  would  be.  The  bill  before  C<»gre88,  or 
the  one  that  has  passed  the  Senate,  gives  an 
incresed  number  of  companies  by  diminishing 
the  nnmber  of  rank  and  file  of  each  company. 

It  is  an  exceedingly  appropriate  measure  In 
this  particular,  for  It  provides  lor  the  Increase 
when  o>.*casioB  requires  more  men.  The  com- 
pany is  the  emallcit  unit  of  organizatioo  tbat 
can  be  used  without  materially  Injuring  dis- 
cipline and  efBciency.  The  belief  that  Con- 
gress would  not  act  promptly  on  this  matter, 
if  their  attentioa  waa  called  to  it,  has  induced 
me  to  respectfully  ask  your  attention  toll.  If 
you  ogree  with  mo  in  thU,  matter.  I  would  also 
ask  if  you  deem  It  proper,  that  this,  with  bucL 
endoreement  as  you  may  be  pleased  to  make, 
be  laid  before  Congress  through  the  Speaker 
of  the  House.

Never  before  within  our  recollection 
— not  even  excepting  the  great  con- 
fiagrations  in  New  York  and  other 
cities  in  1835,  or  the  destruction  of 
the  major  portion  of  Pittsburgh  in 
1847 — has  there  been  a  period  nia-ked 
by  such  a  destruction  of  property  by 
fire  as  during  the  past  year.  In  this 
estimate  we  do  not,  of  course,  take 
into  account  the  destruction  of  prop- 
erty resulting  from  the  war. 

Almost  every  paper  we  open  chron- 
icles some  fearful  disaster  resulting 
from  fire.  The  most  noticeable  fea- 
ture is  the  magnitude  of  a  large  pro- 
portion of  these  conflagrations.  Al- 
most entire  villages  and  cities  are  r.az- 
ed  to  the  ground  in  a  few  short  hours. 
Smoldering  ruins  almost  everywhere 
throughout  the  country  mark  the  plac- 
es of  former  busy  marts,  pleasant 
homes  and  princely  fbrlUnes.  Losses 
are  computed  by  millions,  and  desti- 
tute famili'es  are  counted  by  thous- 
ands. 

These  misfortunes  have  been  brought 
home  to  us,  and  should  be  an  admoni- 
tion to  our  citizens  not  only  to  pro- 
vide some  means  to  aveit  similar  ca- 
lamities, but  to  be  doublv  diligent  in 
preventing  their  occurrence.  St. 
Paul,  Minneapolis  and  Hudson— in 
our  immediate  neighborhood — have 
been  terribly  scourged  within  the  past 
few  day.".  Our  city — for  one  so  much 
exposed — has  been  singularlv  fortu- 
;iatj  tlius  far.  How  long  we  will  thus 
lio  spared,  cannot  be  foretold.  Even 
under  the  most  favorable  circumstanc- 
es, it  would  be  difficult  to  arrest  a  fire 
in  the  business  j)ortion  of  the  city  ; 
while  if  one  should  occur  during  the 
present  unusual  drouth  and  high 
winds  the  entire  city  within  the  cres- 
cent would  share  even  a  worse  fate 
th.nn  did  our  sister  city  of  Hudson  a 
few  days  since. 

A  well  organized  and  properly 
equipped  Hook  and  Ladder  company 
would  probably  be  the  most  available 
means  of  protection  at  present.  We 
should  have  such  an  organization, and 
we  believe  our  citizens  would  heartily 
second  any  effort  on  the  part  of  the 
City  Council  in  that  direction.  The 
Council  should  also  appoint  a  compe- 
tent Fire  Warden  to  inspect  every 
tenement  in  the  city  with  reference  to 
their  security  or  insecurity,  and  com- 
pel a  full  compliance  with  our  present 
fire  ordinances.  A  night  watch  should 
also  be  employed,  not  only  to  relieve 
the  Marshal  from  night  duty,  but  as  a 
safe-guard  against  fire.  We  hope 
these  subjects  will  attract  the  imme- 
diate attention  of  the  proper  authori- 
ties and  all  other  citizens.  "  Fore- 
warned, forearmed." 

Another  Break-Down. — Messrs. 
Hersey,  Staples  &  Hall  have  been  pe- 
culiarlv  unfortunate  with  their  mill, 
having  broken  down  three  times  du- 
ring the  past  year.  The  main  driving 
shafl  connected  with  one  of  the  en- 
gines broke  the  second  time  last  Fri- 
day, smashing  up  the  machinery  to 
considerable  extent.  The  shaft  is 
eight  inches  in  diameter,  of  solid  cast 
iron  ;  but  the  immense  power  snap- 
ped it  off  like  a  pipe-stem.  It  will  re- 
quire several  weeks  to  repair  dama- 
ges, at  a  cost  of  several  thousand  dol- 
lars— at  the  same  time  throwing  out 
of  employment  a  large  force  of  men. 
The  enterprising  proprietors  have  or- 
dered a  new  and  powerful  engine 
which  will  take  the  place  of  the  old 
one  as  soon  as  completed* 


Inimease  Todt  of  Ikumber. 

The  steamer  Minnesota  started 
through  the  lake  last  evening  with  the 
largest  tow  of  rafts  ever  before  taken 
out  of  tliese  waters  in  one  fteet  The 
fleet  was  composed  of  fifleen  log  rafts 
and  one  of  sawed  lumber — the  former 
averaging  500,000  each  and  the  latter 
containing  850,000  feet,  making  an 
aggregate  of  8,350,000.  At  present 
prices,  this  fleet  is  worth  in  market 
#108,175  00.  When  it  is  understood 
thatfroYn  the  opening  of  tiavigation  to 
the  present  time  one  of  these  fleets 
have  gone  out  every  eight  or  ten  days, 
some  conception  of  the  magnitude  of 
the  St  Croix  lumber  trade  may  be 
formed  by  our  eastern  friends.

At  4  o'clock  St.  John's  Lodge,  F.  A. 
M.,  under  charge  of  Marshal  D.  A. 
Bronson,  escorted  by  a  company  of 
Light  Infantry  and  a  number  of  for- 
mer field  and  staff  oflScers  under  di- 
rection of  Captain  C.  A.  Bromley, 
headed  by  the  Cornet  Band,  repaired 
to  the  levee,  from  whence  the  remains 
were  ct>nducted  through  some  of  our 
principal  streets  to  Masonic  Hall, 
where  the  body  lay  in  state,  under 
military  guard,  until  Sunday  morn- 
ing. 

The  scene  was  one  of  the  most  im- 
prcs.sive  ever  witnessed  in  our  city. 
The  military  was  composed  of  dis- 
charged ofllcers  and  soldiers  of  vari- 
ous former  organizations,  wearing  the 
old  Stillwater  Guard  uniform,  and 
their  graceful  evolutions  and  soldierly 
bearing  demonstrated  that  a  few 
hours  discipline  isalltliatis  necessary 
to  render  our  veterans  as  efficient  as 
when  thev  were  in  the  front  on  the 
Potomac,  or  in  the  swamps  of  the 
South,  or  coiling  the  anacoda  around 
the  defenses  of  Vicksburg.  The  cor- 
tege was  witnessed  by  a  large  con- 
course of  citizens. 

On  Sund.ay  morning  the  Masonic 
Order,  military  and  Cornet  Band,  to- 
gether with  a  large  number  of  citi- 
zens, accompanied  the  remains  to  Tay- 
lors Falls,  (the  G.  B.  Knapp  having 
been  chartered  for  the  transportation) 
ot  which  place  all  that  is  mortal  of 
Dr.  Smith  was  interred  with  Masonic 
and  military  honors.
